THE VETO. 


President Hayes has vetoed the Army bill 


with its political riders, and hia message has 
the merit of unanswerable logic and good 
sense. He shows that there is no occasion 
for the partisan riders put upon tho bill, ond 
that it is just and proper that tho provisions 
of the existing lows sought to be repealed, 
should remain iu force. 
To make plain the 


fact that there is no danger from the pres- 
ence of the army when needed to suppress 
riots, the President quotes the laws now in 
force against interference with personal 
rights -and privileges. That all tho outcry 
against military interforenoe is without 
just cause is evident from the following 
provisions: 


• 
Section 2002-No military or naval ofli. 


cor or other person engaged in the civil, 
rnilitay or naval service of the United States 
shall order, bring, keep or have under his 
authority or control any troops or armed 
men at the place where any general or 
special election is held in any stato unless 
it be necessary to repel the armed enemies 
of tho United States or to keep the peace 
at the 'polls. - 


Section IS528—Every officer of the army 


or navy or other person in the civil, military 
or naval service, of tho United States, and 
who orders, brings, keeps, or has under his 
authority or control any troops or armed 
men at any place where a general or special 
election is held in any stato unless such 
force bo necessary to repel armed enemies 
of the United States or to keep the peace at 
tho polls shall bo fined not more than $3000 
and suffer imprisonment at hard labor not 
less than'three months nor more than five 
years. Tho imi<mdmfjnt proposed in this 
statute in the bill before mo omits from 
both of the foregping. sections tho words 
"or to keep the psaco at tho polls."

darmes, armed with sabres and revolvers.

OHAPTKB 773. 


AN ACT in amendment of and in addition to 


section 1 of Chapter COO of tho Public 


. Laws, entitled "An Act to establish the 
fiscal year." 


(Passed April 11,1879.) 


H is enacted l>y the General Assembly m fal- 


lows: 
SECTION 1. Section 7 of Chapter (J90 of
